How  to  Grow  Annual  Flowers  From  Seed 


All  annuals  can  be  sown  outdoors  in  the  garden  in  May,  either  in  a  specially  prepared  seed  bed, 
for  later  transplanting,  or  in  their  permanent  location.  Some  annuals,  on  account  of  their  delicate 
root  systems,  are  very  difficult  to  transplant,  such  as  Poppies,  Mignonette,  Blue  Lace  Flower,  Sweet 
Sultans  and  Eschscholtzia.  These  should  be  sown  in  the  location  desired  and  thinned  out. 

The  majority  of  annuals,  however,  are  benefited  by  transplanting,  and  these  are  best  started  either 
in  a  cold  frame  or  hotbed  (see  below),  or  in  a  prepared  seed  bed  outdoors.  This  bed  should  be  of 
finely  pulverized  soil,  mixed  on  the  top  with  some  sand  or  humus.  The  seed  should  be  sown  in 
shallow  drills,  each  variety  carefully  labeled.  Cover  the  small  seeds  with  not  more  than  %  inch 
of  soil ;  the  finest  should  only  be  pressed  into  the  soil.  Water  carefully  through  a  fine  rose,  and 
keep  the  soil  always  moist  but  not  real  wet.  On  hot  sunny  days,  shade  the  bed  from  the  sun.  As  soon 
as  the  seedlings  have  three  dr  four  leaves  they  should  be  transplanted  to  their  permanent  location. 
When  transplanting,  leave  sufficient  space  between  the  plants  for  proper  development.  Most  annuals 
grow  best  in  a  rich  soil  and  an  open,  sunny  position. 


Starting  Seeds  in  Hot  Beds  or  Cold  Frames 


Many  annuals,  if  sown  outside  in  May,  will  not  bloom  until  late  Summer.  To  have  them  in  bloom 
early  they  have  to  be  started  early  in  either  hotbeds  or  cold  frames.  These  consist  of  a  wooden  or 
stone  framework,  generally  4x6  feet,  over  the  top  of  which  is  set  a  glass  sash  or  frame  (see  page  77). 
The  back  of  the  frame  should  be  about  18  inches  and  the  front  end  12  inches  high.  A  southern  ex¬ 
posure  is  preferred.  For  a  hotbed,  dig  out  two  feet  of  soil  from  the  bottom  and  fill  in  with  two  feet 
of  fresh  horse  manure  to  supply  heat.  Tramp  this  down  solid,  and  place  on  top  four  or  five  inches 
of  loose,  mellow  soil,  mixed  with  humus.  Plunge  a  thermometer  into  the  soil  and  as  soon  as  the 
temperature  recedes  to  90  degrees,  the  seed  may  be  sown. 

Seed  may  be  sown  in  a  hotbed  as  early  as  February  and  March,  as  the  heat  from  the  manure  lasts 
for  months.  In  a  cold  frame,  which  consists  of  the  frame  minus  the  layer  of  manure,  seed  may  be 
sown  in  late  March  and  April. 

Snapdragons,  Asters,  Begonias,  Carnations,  Celosias,  Cosmos,  Cobaea,  Dahlias,  Dianthus,  Heliotrope, 
Lobelia,  Myosotis,  Pansies,  Petunias,  Phlox,  Salpiglossis,  Salvia,  Stocks,  Vinca,  Verbenas  and  Zinnias 
are  some  of  the  most  important  annuals  to  be  sown  in  either  hotbeds  or  cold  frames. 

The  seed  may  be  sown  either  right  in  the  soil  in  the  frame  or  in  small  seed  boxes,  which  are  gen¬ 
erally  about  3  inches  high,  8  inches  wide  and  12  inches  long.  The  soil  should  be  well  watered  before 
sowing.  Sow  the  seed  evenly,  but  not  too  thinly,  for  often  with  fine  seeds,  they  haven’t  the  strength 
to  break  through  the  soil  alone  and  “unity  is  strength.” 

THE  SOWRITE  SEED  SOWER  will  give  an  even  distribution  of  the  smaller  seeds  and  is  highly 
recommended  for  seeds  in  boxes  and  frames.  (See  page  76). 

After  sowing,  press  the  soil  down  with  a  fiat  piece  of  board  and  cover  with  paper  to  prevent  too 
rapid  evaporation.  This  should  be  removed  as  soon  as  the  seeds  begin  to  sprout. 

Always  water  through  a  fine  rose,  only  when  necessary,  with  tepid  water,  and  as  much  as  possible 
in  the  forenoon  or  mid-day  on  bright,  sunny  days,  for  if  the  soil  is  too  wet  over  night,  the  small 
seedlings  will  become  chilled  and  damp  or  rot  off.  When  seedlings  have  four  leaves,  tramsplant  in 
similar  boxes  one  inch  apart  or  singly  into  small  pots.  (Neponset  Paper  Pots  are  excellent  for  this 
purpose  and  quite  inexpensive.  See  page  77). 

The  earliness  of  starting  the  seeds  will  govern  the  amount  and  need  for  transplanting.  Ventilate 
more  or  less  according  to  the  weather  and  gradually  harden  the  plants,  preparatory  to  setting  them 
out  when  all  danger  of  frost  is  past  and  the  soil  is  warm.

Palmer’s  Magnificent  Asters 

To  be  able  to  cut  abundantly  over  the  longest  possible  period,  several  sowings  should  be  made  of  the  different  types.  The  first  sowing 
should  be  made  in  the  hotbed  in  March,  then  again  in  a  cold  frame  in  April  and  later  out-of-doors  in  May.  Keep  the  young  seedlings  on 
the  dry  side,  as  too  much  water  at  this  time  often  starts  the  well  known  Aster  stem  rot.  which  does  not  manifest  itself  until  the  plants 
are  about  to  bloom,  when  they  suddenly  turn  yellow  and  die.  Asters  will  thrive  in  any  good  soil,  but  the  addition  of  some  bone  meal  and 
lime  will  prove  very  beneficial.  Plants  should  be  set  out  in  an  open,  sunny  position,  setting  them  1  foot  apart  in  the  rows  and  1%  to  2 
feet  in  between  rows.  Cultivate  between  the  plants  freely  and  an  application  of  even  quantities  of  lime  and  wood  ashes  will  arrest  disease. 
We  do  not  advise  growing  Asters  on  the  same  ground  two  years  in  succession.

It  is  possible  to  have  wonderful  success  with  Sweet  Peas  in  spite  of  the  hot  climate  of  the  Middle  West,  if  the  proper  cultural  method  is 
followed.  The  following  progi'am  is  applicable  in  this  section. 

Sow  the  seed  as  early  as  the  ground  can  be  worked  so  that  a  strong,  well-developed  root  system  will  be  developed  before  hot  weather  sets  in. 
A  location  in  full  sunlight  where  the  drainage  is  good  and  the  soil  is  richest  will  prove  best.  Dig  a  trench  12  to  18  inches  deep  and  cover  the 
bottom^  with  6  inches  of  well-rotted  manure.  Dig  the  manure  well  into  the  bottom  of  the  trench  and  fill  to  within  6  inches  of  the  surface 
with  rich,  loose  soil.  With  the  aid  of  a  line  sow  the  seed  in  the  middle  of  the  trench  and  cover  with  3  inches  of  soil,  using  1  ounce  of  seed 
to  15  running  feet.  As  the  plants  develop  fill  in  the  balance  of  the  trench  gradually. 

Some  support,  either  wire,  brushwood  or  trellis  must  be  provided  as  soon  as  the  young  plants  appear. 

To  have  the  best  success  with  Sweet  Peas,  a  quick-acting  chemical  fertilizer  should  be  used  just  when  the  flower  buds  are  forming.  A  table¬ 
spoonful  of  Loma  Plant  Food  dissolved  in  2  gallons  of  water  and  watered  down  each 
side  of  the  row  will  produce  magnificent  blooms.  Be  careful,  however,  that  the  solution 
does  not  touch  either  stem  or  foliage.  Do  this  at  intervals  of  three  weeks. 

When  the  plants  are  nearly  their  full  height,  mulch  the  soil  with  Granulated  Peat 
Moss  to  preserve  the  moisture  and  keep  the  soil  from  baking.  This  will  prolong  the 
blooming  period  considerably.

PERENNIALS  will  bloom  the  second  year  from  seed  and  are  permanent  there¬ 
after.  They  grow  larger  and  stronger  and  produce  more  flowers  each  year.  They  are 
unexcelled  for  their  usefulness  in  color  schemes  and  as  cutting  flowers;  they  give  that 
charming,  well  established  and  natural  appearance  to  any  garden.  i\Iost  of  these 
plants  run  high  in  price — an  attractive  perennial  border  may  require  several  hundred 
dollars  worth  of  plants.  You  can  secure  the  same  results  with  a  few  dollars  warth  of 
seed  and  will  have  the  fascination  of  seeing  your  own  plants  grow  up  under  your 
personal  care. 

HOW  TO  GROW  THEM.  Some  of  these  hardy  flowers  will  bloom  the  first  year 
from  seed,  if  sown  in  the  hotbed  in  February  or  March.  Outdoors  they  should  be 
sown  any  time  from  the  end  of  May  until  August.  It  is  best  to  start  them  early  so 
that  the  plants  will  be  well  established  and  able  to  stand  the  cold  weather.  The  best  place 
to  sow  the  seed  is  in  a  cold  frame,  but  if  you  have  none,  make  a  seedbed  of  finely  sifted 
soil  enriched  with  well  rotted  manure  or  sheep  manure.  Over  the  top  of  this  spread 
a  layer  about  2  inches  thick  of  humus,  or  soil  thoroughly  mixed  with  humus.  Sow 
the  seed  in  drills  and  cover  with  not  more  than  inch;  the  very  small  seeds  should 
only  be  pressed  into*  the  soil.  Press  down  with  a  flat  board  and  water  gently  through 
a  fine  rose.  Never  allow  the  soil  to  dry  while  the  seeds  are  germinating,  for  as  soon 
as  they  sprout  and  until  they  start  to  root,  the  life  of  the  plants  depends  entirely  on 
soil  moisture.  It  is  fatal  to  allow  the  soil  to  become  dry  even  for  a  few  minutes  at 
this  time.  This  is  the  most  common  cause  of  failure  in  raising  perennials  from  seed, 
and  to  prevent  the  drying  out,  the  seedbed  should  be  shaded  from  the  hot  Summer 
sun  and  carefully  watched  and  watered  until  the  plants  have  grown  from  4  to  5  leaves. 
Humus  retains  its  moisture  for  a  much  longer  period  than  soil  and  that  is  the  reason 
we  advocate  its  use  in  seedbeds. 

Most  seeds  germinate  in  from  8  to  14  days,  but  there  are  some  that  take  a  month 
to  come  up,  so  do  not  become  impatient.  If  the  seedlings  come  up  too  thick,  thin  them 
out,  transplanting  the  extra  plants  to  pots  or  boxes.  The  plants  should  be  set  out  in 
their  permanent  places  in  the  garden  early  in  October  so  that  they  have  time  to 
establish  themselves  before  the  frost  sets  in.  About  the  middle  of  December — after 
the  ground  is  well  frozen,  cover  the  plants  with  a  layer  of  leaves,  straw,  peat  moss,  or 
well-rotted  manure  Avhich  should  be  raked  off  again  a  little  at  a  time  starting  in  March. 
Delphiniums,  foxgloves,  poppies,  and  campanulas  need  a  little  different  treatment  to 
the  other  perennials  in  wintering  over,  for  they  are  very  apt  to  rot.  Cover  them  with 
brushwood  before  adding  the  leaves  or  manure.  This  will  prevent  packing  down  on 
the  plants,  which  generally  starts  the  rot.  Explicit  cultural  directions  will  be  found 
on  each  packet  of  Palmer’s  Perennial  Seeds.

79),  about  1  foot  deep.  Place  a  layer  of  well  rotted  barnyard  manure  at  the  bottom  of  the  tub,  and  fill  to  2  inches  from  the  top,  with  a  mix¬ 
ture  of  3  parts  topsoil,  1  part  well  rotted  manure  and  a  small  quantity  of  bone  meal.  The  root  should  be  planted  very  near  the  surface. 
Fill  up  to  1  inch  from  the  top  of  the  tub  with  sand  or  small  pebbles,  to  keep  the  soil  from  discoloring  the  water.  The  top  of  the  tub  should 
be  from  6  to  12  inches  below  the  surface  of  the  water.

Be  careful  in  keeping  the  roots  from 
exposure  to  the  air.  When  the  bushes  arrive,  sprinkle  them  and  heel  in  until  the  hole  is  dug  to 
receive  them.  Place  the  bush  in  position,  spreading  the  roots  and  fill  in  with  fine  soil,  making 
it  firm  with  the  heel.  Cultivate  freely  during  the  Summer.  An  application  of  bone  meal  at 
monthly  intervals  is  advisable.  During  the  hot  weather  cover  the  bed  with  a  layer  of  Peat  Moss 
two  inches  thick.  This  will  prevent  the  ground  from  drying  out  and  becoming  baked.  In  late 
November  draw  the  soil  around  the  plant  to  a  height  of  1  foot.  This  will  serve  as  a  Winter- 
protection.

Cultural  Directions.  Dahlias  like  an  open  sunny  position  with  plenty  of  air  circulation. 
Prepare  the  soil  to  a  depth  of  li/4  feet.  If  heavy,  the  soil  should  be  lightened  with  sand, 
humus  or  ashes.  Use  very  little  fertilizer  in  planting.  Drive  the  stakes  and  lay  the  tubers 
about  six  inches  deep  and  horizontally,  with  the  eyes  slightly  elevated.  “From  the  first  to  the 
fifteenth  of  June  is  about  the  best  planting  time.  As  soon  as  the  plant  has  three  or  four 
leaves,  nip  out  the  top  to  make  the  side  shoots  branch  out.  For  large  size  flowers  remove  all 
but  the  most  perfect  bud  on  the  stem.  Until  the  plants  come  into  bud  use  the  hose  and  spare 
the  hoe,  and  then  reverse  the  practice.
